Tyler McGeqor was one of those 
boys who loved to play hockey, 
ever since he was little he has 
had big dreams about playing in 
the NHL one day. As we all know, 
hockey is a rough sport and for 
Tyler, his dreams shattered on 
September II, 2009 when Tyler 
broke his tibia/fibula, he was taken 
to Scarborough Grace Hospital 
in Toronto, and the doctors told 
him that he would need surgey to 
repair his bone. 'We were crushed 
and heartbroken after hearing this 
news # says Trudy McGregor(mom 
of tyler). Tylers decision to have 
the surgery was because he was 
told he would be walking within 
a few weeks, his recovery went 



well and he was hoping to be 
back on the ice with his team the 
Huron Perth Lakers. After a couple 
months after surgery, a bump started 
to develop on his leg where the 
original fracture was. After another 
surgery to fix the leaking vein, the 
bump on his leg keeps growing, 
but the doctors tell him not to worry, 
it could take months to heal. On 
December Wih, 2009, Tyler is 
told he can resume any physical 
activity, except playing hockey at 
his natural level. Over Christmas 
and New Years, Tyler started to 
feel sick with strep throat and an 
abscess on his tonsil. After getting 
him healthy and back to normal, 
he was back on the ice in no time. 



Though he started feeling pain and 
icing his leg after practices, they 
take him back to the hospital to 
see what is going on. On January 
25, 2010, Tyler, Trudy, Dean and 
Meagan recieved very traumatic 
news about his injury, he was told 
he had Osterosarcoma Cancer. 
'Our whole world fell to pieces 1 
says McGregor family. To lose your 
dream, to be told you have cancer, 
and then to be told you would lose 
your leg. Tyler is ready to fight this 
struggling battle, this will not destroy 
him, it will only make him a stronger 
person, after all he is a hockey 
player!
